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Introduction  I 


FORWARD 

The  history  of  an  institution,  like  the  life  of  a  man,  is  not  only  a  chronicle  of 
events  but  a  pass  through  the  stages  from  birth  to  maturity .  Founded  in  1 865  by  Henry 
Martin  Tupper  to  teach  freed  men  theology  and  biblical  interpretation,  the  institu- 
tion, in  the  process  of  development,  became  the  Raleigh  Institute  in  1870,  and  was 
incorporated  as  Shaw  University  in  1875. 

Shaw  University  is  a  small,  private,  coeducational  institution  that  recogmzes 
the  equality  of  all  races  and  sexes.  It  awards  the  associate  of  arts,  bachelor  of  arts,  and 
bachelor  of  science  degrees. 

The  primary  mission  of  the  University  is  to  provide  its  students  with  a  living 
and  learning  environment.  Believing  that  education  must  be  wholesome,  that  is 
mental,  physical  and  spiritual  development,  the  University  offers  programs  stressing 
academic  rigor,  physical  development,  and  spiritual  maturation. 

As  we  approached  the  academic  year  this  fall,  you  could  actually  feel  the 
excitement  in  the  air.  With  new  students  on  campus  and  new  construction  and 
renovations  taking  place,  a  spirit  of  movement  was  felt.  In  this  text.  The  Bear  staff 
attempted  to  capture  the  mood  and  the  spirit  of  the  occasion.  You,  the  reader,  will 
be  carefully  ushered  through  a  voyage  of  time  which  will  conclude  by  leaving  you 
with  a  vision  of  tomorrow.

Leonard  School  of  Pharmacy  opened  November  2,  1891 
with  eleven  students,  as  well  as  a  drug  store.  This 
building  still  stands  today. 
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When  one  speaks  of  Shaw  University  it  is  impossible  not  to  reflect  upon 
its  tremendous  heritage.  On  the  campus,  if  you  look  closely  at  some  of  the  old 
structures,  in  the  silence  of  that  moment  one  can  feel  the  mood  of  struggle. 

Shaw  University  is  a  historic  landmark,  having  produced  many  doctors, 
lawyers,  pharmacists,  and  teachers.  However,  Shaw  is  the  place  where  some  of 
the  first  African-American  physicians,  attorneys  and  pharmacists  had  the 
opportunity  to  study. 

Estey  Hall,  as  it  stands  today  is  a  constant  reminder  of  the  grace  that  has 
been  given  to  the  first  structure  in  the  nation  that  was  used  for  higher  education 
of  Black  Women.  As  we  speak  further  about  the  University's  greatness,  it's 
important  to  talk  about  some  of  the  awards  that  have  been  received  for  its 
academic  excellence.  The  John  Winters  awards  for  Math,  Biology  and  Chemis- 
try have  been  received  as  well  as  the  Frederick  D.  Patterson  Annual  Achieve- 
ment Award,  and  the  Robert  H.  Brisbane  Debate  Tournament  Award.  So,  this 
historical  background  should  set  the  stage  for  excellence  today. 

History  is  best  qualified  to  reward  all  research,  and  as  we  look  at 
Shaw's  history,  we  see  an  image  of  greatness.  This  greatness  should  be  a 
driving  force  as  to  how  we  function  today.

It  is  an  opportune  time  to  assess  "From  whence  we've  come"  and  "Henceforth  we  go."  In  November  of  this  year,  I  will  have 
completed  six  years  as  President  of  Shaw  University.     These  years  have  been  both  exciting  and  productive  in  every  facet  of 

University  life. 

Student  enrollment  has  increased  seventy-one  percent.  Institutional  debt  services  have  substantially  decreased.  Our  endowment 
has  grown  over  eight  hundred  percent.  Our  faculty  has  increased  both  numerically  and  credentially-over  70%  of  faculty  now  hold 
terminal  degrees.  Faculty  services  have  noticeably  grown.  We  have  begun  to  receive  significant  grants  from  foundations,  alumni, 
corporations,  and  friends. 

Equally  impressive  are  the  ongoing  activities  to  improve  facilities  and  academics  at  Shaw:  new  elevator  in  the  library;  renovation 
of  student  union  lobby;  reconfiguration  of  the  fountain  in  front  of  the  dormitories;  renovation  and  expansion  of  the  University 
Chapel. 

We  have  assembled  a  highly  talented  and  deeply  committed  administrative  team.  Fiscal  management  at  Shaw  University  continues 
to  win  the  applause  of  the  academic  and  corporate  sectors,  thus  significantly  increasing  our  credibility. 

Our  students'  performance  continues  to  improve,  while  we  expand  the  number  of  Presidential  Scholars  and  the  recruiting  of  students 
seriously  committed  to  education.    Students  have  begun  to  do  research  in  the  sciences  led  by  excellent  faculty. 

Our  Board  of  Trustees  is  deeply  committed  to  the  philosophy  that  Shaw  University  must  be  the  best  it  can  be.  Our  alumni,  scattered 
throughout  this  country  and  many  foreign  countries,  are  ecstatic  over  the  renaissance  taking  place  at  Shaw  University  and  have 
begun  to  support,  financially  and  in  other  ways,  their  alma  mater. 

Yes,  in  retrospect,  we  have  come  a  long  way,  and  I  applaud  trustees,  administrators,  staff,  faculty,  students,  alumni  and  friends  for 
the  partnership  that  has  made  it  possible.   These  data,  although  incomplete,  document  "From  whence  we've  come."

Hall,  the  first  dormitory  for  Black  women  in  America  will  be  completed  and  occupied  in  the  near  future.  A  grant  from  the  National 
Science  Foundation  will  help  in  the  renovation  of  the  Science  building.  A  loan  from  the  Department  of  Education  will  assist  in  the 
renovation  of  Leonard  Hall.  We  shall  build  a  men's  dormitory  and  a  women's  dormitory  in  the  near  future.  We  shall  Improve 
recreational  facilities  for  our  students.    The  aesthetics  of  our  campus  will  improve  shortly. 

We  shall  continue  to  improve  our  curriculum  offerings  and  support  sen/ices.  Shaw  has  won  the  applause  of  many  as  a  result  of  our 
new  Ethics  and  Values  course.    We  shall  expend  every  energy  to  improve  the  quality  of  student  life  on  campus. 

Indeed,  the  prospect  for  our  University  pleases.  Of  course,  all  our  efforts  are  designed  to  prepare  our  students  to  be  high  quality 
leaders  of  America  as  we  move  toward  the  twenty-first  century.  High  quality  performance  and  effective  leadership  demand  excellent 
preparation.  In  this  information  age  of  complex  technology  and  intense  competition,  only  the  best  will  take  their  rightful  place  in 
a  world  that  demands  impeccable  character  and  excellent  skills  informed  by  acceptable  moral  standards.  The  future  belongs  to  those 
who  are  prepared  for  it.

A  Curriculum  Designed  to  Sensitize, 
Enlighten  and  Empower 


The  fall  semester  of  1993  ush- 
ered in  two  profound  additions  to  the 
curriculum  at  Shaw  University.  Dr. 
Talbert  O.  Shaw,  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity, has  become  distraught  with  the 
lack  of  morals  and  values  in  the  society 
of  today.  Morals  and  values,  or  the  lack 
there  of,  are  believed  to  be  an  essential 
cause  of  the  spiraling  decay  of  society. 
Shaw  University  has  been  noted  histori- 
cally for  its  revolutionary  effects  on  so- 
ciety. Therefore,  it's  incumbent  upon 
Shaw  University  to  take  the  responsibil- 
ity on  its  shoulders  to  curtail  this  moral 
decay. 

With  the  addition  of  Ethics  and 
Values,  the  university  community  be- 
lieves that  it  is  at  the  vanguard  of  change 
in  humanity.  A  change  that  will  make 
Shaw  graduates  leaders  who  can  impart 
something  special  on  the  world.  Shaw 
University's  primary  purpose  is  to  pro- 
duce scholars  who  will  meet  the  moral 
needs  of  this  society. 

Along  with  the  infusion  of  Eth- 
ics and  Values,  the  reintroduction  of 
African- American  studies  is  an  inspiring 
movement.  Dr.  Hazel  Irving  is  instru- 
mental in  rejuvenating  this  program.  A 
minor  in  this  area  is  offered  this  year. 
Historically  there  was  a  major  offered  in 
African- American  Studies  at  Shaw  Uni- 
versity.  Twentieth  Century  Man  was  first 
implemented  as  the  forerunner  to  the 
program  in  1969.  Then  in  1970  the  full 
major  was  inserted.  There  is  a  mood  on 
campus  today  that  is  indicative  of  the 
youths  interest  in  African  history  and 
culture.  It  has  been  noted  by  many  schol- 
ars, for  man  to  know  thyself.  With  the 


acquisition  of  a  strong  value  system  and 
a  keen  perspective  of  who  you  are,  one  is 
able  to  have  a  more  genuine  respect  and 
interest  for  diversity. 

Many  of  the  most  influential 
leaders  of  the  Civil  Rights  movement 
met  on  Shaw  University's  campus  as 
stated  by  Dr.  John  Fleming,  Religion 
and  Humanities  Professor  at  Shaw 
University.  Fannie  Lou  Hamer,  field 
representative  of  the  Student  Non- 
Violent  Coordinating  Committee 
(SNCC),  an  organization  founded  on 
the  campus  of  Shaw  University  came 
once  a  week  to  lecture  to  Contempo- 
rary Black  Studies  Classes  in  1969. 
African- American  Studies  will  make 
students  more  knowledgeable  of  the 
political,  social  and  economic  implica- 
tions of  this  society  as  they  affect 
African- Americans  and  other  minori- 
ties in  this  country  and  abroad.

Freshman  Orientation  is  the  initial  phase  of  the  opening  of  school.  At  Shaw 
University  this  is  a  time  when  new  students  are  introduced  to  university  policy  and  proce- 
dure. 

On  August  14.  1993.  over  500  young  men  and  women  checked  into  the  university, 
for  the  first  time.  Many  bringing  with  them  the  uniqueness  of  their  environmental  experi- 
ences.

The  Shaw  University  Lady  Bears  have  posted  their  best  conference  finish  since  the  1988  season.  In  past  seasons  the  Lady 
Bears  have  always  been  one  or  two  runners  short  of  a  strong  team.  However,  Coach  Montague  was  determined  to  replace  his  number 
one  runner,  whom  he  lost  to  graduation,  as  well  as  fill  those  one  or  two  weak  spots  on  his  squad.  With  the  addition  of  several  dedicated 
freshmen  and  an  outstanding  year  by  sophomore  Bethelhem  Zewdie,  Coach  Montague's  determination  paid  off  as  the  Lady  Bears 
finished  third  in  the  Southern  Division  and  fifth  in  the  CIAA  Conference  Championships. 

The  Lady  Bears  opened  the  season  with  a  strong  performance  in  the  Belle  Invitational  (in  which  they  took  1st  place  overall  and 
3rd,  5th,  6fh,  and  7th  places  individually.) 

The  Belle  Invitational  was  just  a  mere  stepping  stone  for  the  Lady  Bears.  Before  the  conference  meet  in  Norfolk,  Virginia  the 
Lady  Bears  had  many  stops  to  make.  Their  first  stop  was  just  twenty  minutes  away  at  North  Carolina  Central  University.  For  the  last 
few  seasons  the  Lady  Bears  have  been  hampered  by  the  Eagles  course  in  Durham,  but  this  season  the  Lady  Bears  finished  a  strong  2nd 
to  the  Lady  Eagles. 

Next  stop  -  Raleigh,  N.C.  The  first  challenge  was  cross-town  rival  St.  Augustine's  College  and  as  expected  the  Ladies  held 
their  own  weight.  "The  Ladies  have  worked  very  hard  this  season  and  it  feels  good  to  know  most  of  them  will  return  next  year."  said 
Coach  Montague.

As  I  Proceeded  on  that  nasty 
rainy  day  to  the  basement  of 
the  gymnasium,  I  could  hear  the 
rumbling,  clamoring,  and  roar- 
ing footsteps  of  the  basketball 
players  practicing  for  the  up 
coming  season.  The  office  of 
Mr.  Mills  is  located  in  the  base- 
ment. What  a  likely  place  for 
the  office  of  the  athletic  trainer! 
The  prosimity  has  its  conven- 
ience, for  it  provides  direct  ac- 
cess to  the  athletes.  Once  I  was 
invited  in,  his  office  displayed 
all  the  trappings  and  trimmings 
associated  with  his  profession. 

Dave  Mills  is  a  native  of 
Greensboro,  North  Carolina. 
He  received  his  bachelor  of  sci- 
ence degree  in  Pre-Medicine  at 
North  Carolina  State  Univer- 
sity. His  interest  in  sports  med- 
icine developed  during  his  jun- 
ior high  school  years  while 
working  for  N.C.  State.  Since 
his  ninth  grade  year  in  high 
school,  he  received  letters  from 
the  university  to  attend  their 
program.  Not  only  did  North 
Carolina  State  recruit  him  for 
the  Pre-Medicine  program,  he 
was  selected  by  the  New  York 
Jets  in  1989. 

Accepting  the  position  of 
athletic  trainer  at  Shaw  Uni- 
versity provided  his  first  oppor- 
tunity of  affiliation  with  a  his- 
torical black  college.  It  was  the 
legacy,  tradition  of  excellence 
and  enormous  potential  that 
brought  him  to  Shaw.  Since  his 
arrival,  our  university  has  with- 
in its  reach  $4,000-$5000  worth 
of  supplies  and  equipment,  and 
have  sports  medicine  consult- 
ants/doctors from  the  Indiana- 
polis Colts,  New  York  Giants, 
and  the  Baltimore  Orioles.  Mr. 
Mills  seems  committed  to  es- 
tablishing a  good  sports  medi- 
cine program  at  a  historically 
black  college.  "There  is  a  need 
here,  at  Shaw  University,"  he 
stated. 

According  to  Mr.  Mills,  ath- 
letes are  required  to  perform 
and  conduct  themselves  in  a 
manner  that  is  reflective  of  the

academic  and  ethical  standards 
of  Shaw  University.  Mills 
states,  "Athletes  are  students 
first."  He  believes  strongly  that 
projecting  a  professional  image 
will  give  the  program  the  re- 
spectability it  so  rightly  de- 
serves. 

There  are  few  Blacks  in  his 
field.  Blacks  make  up  only  .77% 
of  the  profession  out  of  19,000. 
He  argues  that  limiting  oneself 
in  the  area  of  sports  will  leave 
you  vulnerable  to  failure.  For 
example:  many  young  kids  have 
aspirations  of  playing  profes- 
sional ball,  but  only  .9%-l%  will 
only  make  it.  Mr.  Mills  feels 
that  goal  achievement  and  ac- 
complishment is  the  result  of 
hard  work.

Notwithstand- 
ing Shaw's  relationship  to  the  baptist  church,  all  worship 
services  and  programs  are  ecumenical.  Students  are  exposed 
to  basic  Christen  doctrine,  regular  inquiry  to  the  meaning 
of  the  Holy  Scripture,  and  issues  confronting  students  at 
this  stage  of  their  development. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Martin  Tupper,  founder  of  Shaw,  did 
not  distinguish  between  secular  and  Christian  education. 
The  Chapel  continues  to  serve  as  an  integrating  force,  of- 
fering a  perspective  which  brings  together  academic,  social, 
and  spiritual  development. 

Services  are  highly  participatory  and  often  planned  and 
presented  by  students.  When  many  alumni  look  back  on 
their  years  here,  it  is  the  chapel  they  remember  as  the  heart 
if  Shaw.  To  this  end,  the  chapel  program  will  serve  as  a 
vital  in  the  New  Ethics  and  Values  curriculum  currently 
being  instituted  at  Shaw  University.  The  Chapel  will  serve 
as  a  visible  symbol  of  the  importance  of  integrating  religious 
faith  and  ethical  responsibility.
